Deputy Attorney-General A. G. M. 


Robertson occupied the Judge-Advo- 
cate's chair when the Military Com- 
mission assembled at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Captain Robertson 
carries the honors of the position well 
and kept business moving. 


The case of Jonah Kalaniauaole, 


commonly known as Prince Cupid, 
was opened with the usual prelimina- 
ries. The charge against him was

mlsprision of treason. Counsel Neu- 
mann filed the same objection to the 
jurisdiction of the Court as has been 
offered in previous cases. It was over- 
ruled without discussion. The accused 
declined to plead on advice of counsel 
and the plea of not guilty was entered 
to each charge and specification. 


Walter Blacker was the first wit- 


ness called. At this point Mr. Neu- 
mann made the protest that he had 
not been given a list of the witnesses 
to which he had a right. The Court 
ruled that it was entirely in the hands 
of the Judge-Advocate whether a 
list was given the counsel or not. The 
failure to give this list did not constl 
tute grounds to delay the proceedings 
of the Court. 
Blacker was sworn and testified that 
he was employed by Cecil Brown in 
handling his horses near the park at 
Waikiki; was in the park January 
6th and saw the accused late that af- 
ternoon in the lane near Campbell's 
house; he was coming from Bertel- 
mann's house toward the park on 
horseback; came back toward Bertel- 
mann's house in about twenty min- 
utes. I was just inside the fence 
when I saw him the last time; said 
"good evening;" nothing more. It 
was between 3:30 and 4 o'clock when 
I first saw him. He was riding at a 
pretty good rate. 
No cross-examination. 
Sam Nowlein was brought in and 


stated again that he had been en- 
gaged in a conspiracy with Gulick, 
Rickard and Beward ; had asked the 
assistance of others ; remembered 
sending the steamer to land arms 
latter part of December; arms landed 
beyond Diamond Head the night of 
the 3d; was out there the night of 
the 6th. Know the accused but never 
spoke to him of the affair. 
Cross-examination:—Was told the 
steamer was dispatched; was told the 
arms were landed; knew what they 
were used for, because I handled them. 
Mr. Neumann asked that Nowlein's 
testimony be stricken out, as it was 
hearsay, but was overruled by the 
Court. 
Charles Bartow was sworn as a wit- 


ness:—Was at Kaalawai the 6th of 
January to fight to overthrow the Re>- 
public and restore the queen; had 
about 220 arms; some at Kahala and 
others at Kaalawai. 
There were a 
good many men assembled at Kaala- 
wai cleaning guns and arming them- 
selves. 
Here Counsel Neumann objected to 


what he termed the leading questions 
of the Judge-Advocate. Captain Rob- 
ertson stated that he was going over 
ground that had been rehearsed over 
and over again, and wished to dispose 
of it as soon .as possible. Mr. Neu- 
mann held that this was an entirely 
separate case and would go on the rec- 
ord as such. His objection was over- 
ruled and the prosecution proceeded. 


Guns were first brought to Kaala- 


wai Saturday eveniuc au'l .-.unilay 
morning and afternoon

B«m Kaoahele:—Was at.Kaalawai 


Sunday, January 6th. Arrived about 
10 o'cfo;k. When I got there men 
were bringing guns into Antone Rosa'a 
house; know the accused; saw him 
enter Rosa's house. It WAS, late in 
the afternoon when became; didn't 
see which way he came from! and 
didn't see him leave., No cross-ex- 
amination. 
Charles Warren was pat on the 


stand aud testified to being at Kahala 
January tith cleaning^anns. There 
were about thirty or"lorty men about 
the place in the morning and eighty 
or ninety in the evening. I passed 
guns and cartridges .to the men and 
some went on guard and others staid 
in the house. I know tlje accused; 
saw him at Kahala sitting on the ve- 
randah of the house late in the after- 
noon, talking with Carl' Widemann; 
armed men were inside the house and 
guards on the outside; accused staid 
about half an hour; did; not see him 
go into the house'.rcame .and went on 
horseback. The WiuJES&lhen told the 
story of his connection, .'with landing 
the arms substantially as has been 
related before. 


Deputy-Marshal A. JL Brown was 


sworn:—Was at Waikiki about5:30 
the afternoon of January 6th; know 
the accused; saw him coming toward 
Diamond Head; I waainfront of Ber- 
telmann's house; he drove past me 
going toward Kahala; passed within 
four or five feet of me. 
Cross-examination:—-Was at Wai- 


kiki under orders from the Marshal to 
watch Bertelmann's place to see who 
came in and went out; had located 
arms at that time: did not speak to 
the accused; might have nodded; 
others came from the point; remem- 
ber John Wise. 
Attornay-General W. O. Smith wus 


called to the stand. Know the ac- 
cused. He did not make any report 
to the authorities of aims landed or 
located at Diamond Head. The Gov- 
ernment was first aware of the facl 
Sunday evening, January 6th; late in 
the afternoon; information was to the 
effect that there weie a large number 
of arms at Bertelmann's house; also 
landed at Diamond Head. Immedi- 
ately this information was brought in 
Deputy Marshal Blown was sent to 
watch the place and later Captain 
Parker was sent with a search war- 
rant. 
The prosecution announced that it 
had finished its case. Just previous 
to the adjournment for the noon hour 
Counsel Neumann offered an objec- 
tion to the action of the court in its 
disposition of sections in the state- 
ment of LJliuokalani. The court de- 
clined to recognize the objection. 


AFTEKNOGJV SESSION. 


The Court assembled at 1:30. There 
were only a few spectators present. 
Mr. Neumann said he deemed i 
unnecesary to introduce any evidence 
for the defense, for the prosecution had 
failed to make out its case against the 
defendant. 
He contended that the 


evidence brought out did not show 
that the accused took any part in the 
attempt to overthrow the Government 
The fact of his beipg out at Rosa's 
place and returning could not be con- 
strued to mean that he knowingly had 
cognizance of the movement suffi- 
ciently to justify a conviction for mis- 
prision of treason. 
Judge-Advocate Robertson said the 
evidence plainly snowed that the de- 
fendant had knowledge of the move- 
ment and its purpose; that he saw 
crowds of armed men out Waikiki 
and failed to report the same to the 
authorities. This in itself constitutec 
misprision of treason, and of such the 
prisoner was guilty. 
The Judge-Advocate announced the 


Government ready in some other cases 
of misprision of treason, and he would 
like to go on with these. 
Andrew Knudsen, mate of the Wai- 


manalo, was brought into court. He 
desired to see his Consul before enter- 
ing a plea. Swedish Consul Weight 
was sent for, and had a rather lengthy 
conference with Knudsen, after which 
the prisoner announced be desired to 
be represented by counsel. Attorney 
Neumann volunteered to defend the 
prisoner without charge, as he was 
unable to employ anyone to assist 
him.Corporal Evansen, of Company E, 
was sworn as interpreter. No objec- 
tion was offered by the prisoner to the 
personnel of the court, and the case 
proceeded. Judge-Advocate Robert- 
son read the charge against Knudsen, 
which embraced thirteen specifications 
of misprision of treason. 
Mr. Neumann offered 
the same 


written objections to the jurisdiction 
of the court as those entered in former 
cases. Objection overruled. 


A plea of not guilty was entered to 
the charge and specifications. 


flam Nowlein was the first witness 


jailed. He told the same story re- 
garding the plot agaidst the Govern- 
ment as that given by him on pre- 
vious occasion-'.

Davies asked defendant if he'd take 
hand and help ont when got into port; 
Captain Davies told witness to put 
rifle in cabin for defendant; accused 
strapped belt of cartridges around him;,

To Court:—>Conversations were in 
Hawaiian and English; mostly in Ha- 
waiian; from what I have heard de- 
fendant say don't think be understood 
very little of what was said. 
Attorney-General W. O. Smith:— 


Government first informed of landing 
of arms on Sunday evening; defend- 
ant did not furnish this information; 
he gave no information until after ar- 
rest; talked with him wholly in Eng- 
lish; it was somewhat broken; be told 
of the affair in detail; said he knew 
nothing of the object of the steamer

>efore it left; had no trouble in mak- 
ng himself understood fully all was 
said; defendant arrested on Monday 
vening. 
Prosecution closed. 
Andrew Knudsen in his own behalf: 


—Captain Davies ordered me into boat 
o help carry arms; remember Charles 
Warren and what he stated; there 
was no conversation between Warren 
and myself; he didn't tell me guns 
were to be used in fighting Govern- 
ment; Georgie said they were mission- 
ary guns; been in country about five 
months; Charley said take one rifle 
and belt and come with them ashore; 
shotgun next day at wood on water 
same as balance of them. 


Cross-examined :—Been working on 


Waimanalo about five weeks; met no 
schooner and landed guns before this 
time; thought It was funny way of 
landing things; heard them talking 
about missionary guns; could not un- 
derstand what they were going to do

he did not stay with him he would 
shoot him; this was after guua taken 
aboard steamer; was told stay on 
board; came ashore on Friday even- 
ing ; nothing to prevent me from 
coming ashore. 


Rebuttal:—Captain Davies did not 


ask me to help resist if steamer wan 
searched. 


To Captain Camara:—Had some 
talk wltn Charles Warren; 
about 


many things, but not anything about 
armg. 


To Judge Whiting:—Been to see 
three years; started from Norway: 
been on long voyages; first tim« on 
steamer in this country was on Wai- 
manalo; other time in Norway; am 
32 years old; arrived here on German 
bark Center from Liverpool direct; 
been sailor all time. 
To Mr. Neumann:—Never been a 


soldier. 
Mr. Neumann desires to submit the 


case without argument. 
Judge-Advocate Robertson thought 


the defendant could not help knowing 
what arms were intended for. 
It 


would seem from the fact that Captain 
Davies had told the defendant to keep 
quiet about landing of arms was suffi- 
cient to show he most have known 
such was illegal. He would ask leni- 
ency for the accused. 


At o:15 the Court adjourned until

Command of the Pacific. 


Appropriations Asked For to Make Pearl 


Harbor Suitable for a Station— 


Money for the Cable. 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
24.—Complying 


with a resolution of the Senate the Act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy today sent in 
reports of a preliminary survey of Pearl 
Harbor, commenced last April by Rear- 
Admiral Irwin, and completed by Bear- 
Admiral Walker, who succeeded him. 
Rear-Admiral Irwin submits that the 
acquirement of a naval station in the 
Hawaiian Islands would give this Gov- 
ernment the command of the Pacific. 
Hot simply a coaling station, bat a navy- 
yard is needed, and the positions com- 
naanding the bar at Pearl Harbor should 
->e strongly fortified and a perfect torpedo 
system completed. 
The rear-admiral 


submits a report made by Lieutenant 
Adams, who says that in his opinion, 
from the experience in boring and Bound- 
ing on Pearl Harbor, a dredge could 
clear a channel through the bar, giving a 
depth of thirty-one feet at low water 
without any great difficulty. 
The latter 


thinks the previous estimated cost of 
opening channels have been too great. 
Bear-Admiral Walker, in his report to 
the department, dated Jane 21st, last, 
says an examination showed conclusively 
that there is a channel through the reef 
at Pearl Harbor filled with loose coral 
and a suction dredger can rapidly and 
cheaply open a way for the largest ships. 
The channel is practically straight, and 
the distance between the walls of live 
coral is at no point less than 300 feet. 
The rear-admiral promised a farther and 
detailed report. 


Accompanying this report is an esti- 


mate made by Lieutenant W. H. Wood, 
submitting a total of $105,000 as neces- 
sary to make a cut 250 feet wide through 
the bar with a depth of thirty feet and 
to widen and deepen the channel inside 
to thirty feet, and of $85,000 if the cnt in 
the bar is 200 feet wide. 


MONEY FOR DREDGING. 


W A SHIS i. TON, Jan. 23.—The Senate 


Committee on Foreign Relations today 
authorized a favorable report on Sena- 
tor Morgan's amendment to the naval 
appropriation bill, making an appropria- 
tion of $110,000 for dredging the Pearl 
Harbor bar. 


There was an informal discussion of 


the project for the Amendment of our 
treaty with Hawaii HO as to permit the 
landing of a cable to i -e built by a British 
company on one of thf Hawaiian Islands, 
but the matter did uot appear to com- 
mend itself to any o, 
1 the members of the 


committee. Senator White, in keeping 
with the policy of the Administration, 
expresses the opinion that the proposed 
Hawaiian cable will uot be built by the 
United States Government. 


CABLE FOR HAWAII. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Hale offered 


an amendment to rhe Diplomatic and 
Consular bill in the Senate today provid- 
ing $500,000 for the survey of a cable 
route connecting the Hawaiian Islands 
with the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The Hawaiian 


question was not debated in the Senate 
today, bnt Senator Hale gave notice of 
an amendment which he proposes to 
offer to the Diplomatic and Consular 
appropriation bill appropriating $500,- 
000 toward the construction of a tele- 
graph cable between the United States 
and the Hawaiian Islands. This amend- 
ment, when it is reached, will probably 
cause another discussion of Hawaiian 
affairs.

Yesterday's sessions of the Military 


Commission were entirely devoted to 
arguments. 
The Commission came 


in promptly at 10 o'clock, and, after 
the reading of the minutes, retired for 
consultation. 


On returning, Colonel Whiting an- 


nounced that certain passages of the 
statement made by Liliuokalani must 
be withdrawn. A marked copy of the 
statement was handed to Mr. Neu- 
mann. The words which did not find 
favor were as follows. 


"A minority of the foreign popula- 


tion made my action the pretext for 
overthrowing the monarchy, and, 
aided by the United States naval 
i 


forces and representative established 
a new government. 
"I owed no allegiance to the Pro- 


visional Government so established, 
nor to any power, or to anyone save 
the will of my people and the welfare 
of my country, 
"And only those who were in prac- 


tical rebellion against the constitu- 
tional government. 
" All who uphold you in this un- 


lawful proceeding may scorn and des- 
pise my word ; but the offense of 
breaking and setting aside for a spe- 
cific purpose the laws of your own 
nation, and disregarding all justice 
and fairness, may be to them and to 
you the source of an unhappy and 
much to be regretted legacy. 
"The United States having first in- 


terfered in the interest of those found- 
ing the government of 1893 upon the 
basis of revolution concluded to leave 
to the Hawaiian people the selection 
of their own form of government. 
" This selection was anticipated and 


prevented by the Provisional Govern- 
ment, who, being possessed of the 
military and police power of the king- 
dom, so cramped the electoral privil- 
eges that no free expression of their 
will was permitted to the people who 
were opposed to them." 
Mr. Neumann objected to any sec- 


tions being stricken out unless the 
whole document was rejected. 
His 
objection was overruled, and he pro- 
ceeded with his argument. He again 
objected to the jurisdiction of the 
Commission, quoting from Wlnthrop 
on military law, as follows: "As to 
place and time: A military commis- 
sion has jurisdiction only of offences 
committed either on the theater of 
war or in a place under military gov- 
ernment, or martial law, and com- 
mitted during the war or the period of 
the exercise of such government or 
law." 
He held that, provided the 


accused was guilty of misprlsion, no 
act had been committed since the pro- 
clamation of martial law, and that 
she was amenable to the civil law; 
her's was an offense triable by the 
civil tribunals. 
Counsel put great 


stress upon the oath which the mem- 
bers of the Commission had taken, 
and that they must convict on the 
evidence. 
He then proceeded to a 


summary of the testimony given by 
the witnesses. 
Kaae held a dual position—secretary 


to the queen; relative of Nowlein's. 
All of his direct testimony shows that 
he knew nothing of a rebellion al- 
though an intimate and trusted ser- 
vant of the acccused; was confidential 
enough to question afterwards where 
were the Commissions that had been 
made out. Forms of commissions

though present when arms were being 
distributed to thirty or forty men, he 
heard no orders, nor got none himself, 
aiid yet he was a relative of Nowlein's 
and trusted employee of the queen! 
He understood that 
an attack on 


Washington Place was to be prepared 
for, but, so little was the dread, that he 
staid until between 10 and llo'clock be- 
fore going home. He understood that 
arms were to be landed at Kakaako. 
The diary he thinks was burned by 
order of the gueen; next breath he 
does not know whether by her order 
or somebody else's, although burned 
in bis presence. 
In his cross-examination he states 
that he has no knowledge of the or 
ders given relative to the arms. 
Kaanwae was steward, soldier and 


gardener. He is another one present 
at the distribution of arms on Thurs- 
day night but had none given to him. 
He saw the arms, so be says; saw 
them distributed to some forty or flrty 
people, yet did not see one single 
round of ammunition. He did not 
stand watch that night, although the 
evidence is that the watches were reg- 
ular from six o'clock to midnight and 
from midnight to daylight. He went 
to bed at 9 o'clock and did not sec the 
arms again until Sunday nigbt. Yet, 
he says, Clark told him to clean the 
guns, be on the alert, and "when the 
time came to work to do it."

ton Place for Diamond Head, he bids 
adieu to his chief and, although with 
his mind full of the hazard, leaves the 
presence of the accused with lips still 
sealed to her of the purport of his 
mission. "Then I went off," he says, 
and have not spoken to the queen 
since leaving heron Sunday morning. 
The cross-examination is a clear and 
honest renunciation of having given 
any information to the accused about 
the rebellion or any intended plans or 
movements. 


Captain Kinney opened the argu 


ment late in the forenoon and had not 
finished at the noon hour when a re- 
cess was taken to 1 o'clock. Captain 
Kinney's remarks were as follows: 


May it please the gentlemen of the 


Commission: 
The acts of treason 
principally relied on, for there are 
thirteen counts, are the procuring and 
engaging of men for the purpose of 
carrying out a conspiracy to over- 
throw the Government, and of pro- 
curing of arms and ammunition for 
the same purpose, and the partial 
establishment and preparation of a 
government and a military force to 
take the place of the government that 
they intended to overthrow; all of 
which acts we contend are clearly acts 
of treason as soon as committed, and 
which we claim were within 
the 


guilty knowledge of the accused. 


Now, some matters are undisputed 


and undisputable in this case. It can- 
no!) be disputed that an uprising has 
ta en place. It is now practically a 
m tter of history that after some long 
mpnths of mutterings, agitation and 
ii iitement on the part of the press 
a d Supporters of the late monarchy 
tck tatter took an active and tangible 
sb/ 
) under the leadership of four 


m 
-Mr. Gulick. Mr. Seward, Mr. 
Rl££ard and Nowlein; and those four 
men procured the landing of arms 
both here and abroad, and ammuni- 
tion, and enlisted or engaged men 
to take part in the undertaking; 
that when the affair came off that 
some 200 men were there armed and 
on the field with the intention of 
taking part with about 400 rifles, as 
shown by the evidence, and bombs 
and munitions of war gathered and 
partially used in attempting to carry 
out this purpose. It is also a matter 
undeniable that certain commissions, 
some eleven in number, for the prin- 
cipal offices under a monarchy, were 
prepared and engrossed, and a new 
constitution, which fitted the uprising, 
and which was to be used in case the 
uprising was successful, was drawn 
and engrossed together with a procla- 
mation of martial low, a proclamation

| that one of the four men who carried 


out this conspiracy actively, earnestly 
working uitjht and day, was Unused 
under the roof of innocence, her confi- 
dential servant and advisor, the aiau 
who among those four was selected to 
pass the word along throughout the 
Island of Oahu, as he himself admits 
to everybody, to get ready to do the 
work when the time came to do it. I 
understand from this statement, made 
upon the honor of a queen, that this 
was going on when she was engaged 
as indicated by her statement, "To 
prevent the shedding of the blood of 
my people, natives and foreigners 
alike, I opposed armed interference, 
and quietly yielded to the armed forces 
brought against my throne, and sub- 
mitted to the arbitrament of the Gov- 
ernment of the United btnteo the 
decision of my rights and those of the 
Hawaiian people. Since then, as is 
well known to all, I have pursued the 
path of peace aad diplomatic discus- 
sion, and not that of internal strife." 
And while the mistress of the house 
was pursuing "the path of peace and 
diplomatic discussion," her head man, 
her confidential advisor, the one close 
to her, under her own roof, was pursu- 
ing the p^th of peace with a bucket 
full of bombs in his hand and a rub- 
bish pile full of rifles at bis command, 
all under the roof of the accused. The 
learned counsel has reminded this 
Commission repeatedly of its oath, as il 
only the disregard,of your oaths stooc 
between the acqtfittal of the accused. 
Let UB swallow tb.at. It turns oul 
that while the accused was in pursuil 
of truth, some one, against her will 
evidently, and against her wishes, had 
smuggled this arsenal right into her 
own grounds, and in different parts of 
her yard, and that her household, 
forty in number, that Thursday night 
were armed to the teeth and surround- 
ing her in the pursuit of peace and 
diplomatic discussion. We are told 
that she knew nothing about it. Some 
men in the bog suggested, might go in 
over their beads at once, but I urge 
the Commission on, in order that no 
injustice may be. done, to kunt out 
some solid piece of ground in sight 
and let us get on it if we can and 
think of this individual with forty 
men—the learned counsel sajrs there 
were only ninety engaged in the war; 
we will take his say so for that—in- 
side the acre lot occupied by the inno- 
cent accused, armed to the teeth that 
night, five of them within fifty feet of 
where she was in the habit of going to 
rest. 


Upon the evidence it appears that 


certainly not over 300 men were in the 
field or prepared to go into the field, 
and out of those 200 men over 40 were 
in the Queen's yard ready to take a 
hand, according to their own evidence, 
and 50 out of the probable 400 rifles 
used were hidden on the premises as 
were also most of the bombs, only a 
few being elsewhere, and abundant 
ammunition for tbe forty men and the 
fifty rifles. The Queen is made to say 
in this statement that she had no in- 
formation from anyone in regard to 
arms that were to be procured. That 
is a matter to be submitted to tbe 
Commission upon all tbe evidence. 
By the undisputed evidence it is 
shown that commissions were drawn 
by the direct order of the accused and 
signed by her on or about tbe 28th of 
December, at an hour when the evi- 
dence shows tbe Waimanalo was out 
for the arms, the schooner had been 
sighted and the revolution was upon 
their bands whether or no. It further 
appears that within a few days of that 
time a proclamation by her of martial 
law, 
carrying wltb™ It all the signifi- 


cance that that document means, the 
proclamation to loyal citizens to rally 
to the support of the Government and 
to the preservation of property and 


for citizens to assemble at the station j her announcement that it pleased her 
house and at the government build- to appoint certain persons were in her 
ing, and a proclamation that it had hands at Washington Place. Now 


His un- 


pleased Her Majesty to appoint to 
certain offices. This is history. This 
Is not disputed by even the learned 
counsel. 
But it is contended that 


the accused was entirely unconscious 
of all 
this that was transpiring, 


and 
presents herself spotless and 


immaculate before this court with 
the 
statement, 
so 
far 
as 
this 


uprising, which the learned coun- 
sel characterizes and dignifies by 
the charge of an insurrection and a 
riot, is concerned, that her hands are 
clean, morally and legally, from any 
connection with it. Says the accused 
in 
her personal statement: 
''The 


movement undertaken by the Ha- 
waiians last month was absolutely 
commenced without my knowledge, 
sanction, consent or assistance, di- 
rectly or Indirectly, and this fact is in 
truth well known to those who took 
part in it. 
I received no information 


from any one in regard to arms which 
were or which were to be procured, 
nor of any men who were induced, or 
to he induced, to join in any such 
uprising. I do not know why this 
information should have been with- 
held from me unless it was with a 
view to my personal safety or as a 
precautionary measure. It would not 
nave received my sanction and I can 
assure the gentlemen of this Commis- 
sion that had I known of any such 
intention I would have dissuaded the 
promoters from such a venture." 


Now I submit and agree with coun- 


sel that this case should be decided 
upon the evidence, and I am willing 
and most earnestly desirous that it 
should be decided

to certain other facts which are prac- 
tically undisputed in thia case, before 
we come to the question of the knowl- 
edge of the arcuied of the entire affair.

the learned counsel would have us 
understand, while admitting all we 
allege in regard to these suggestive 
documents, asserts in cold blood that 
all thia admitted action ou her part 
was merely in the exercise of legiti- 
mate right in anticipation of a possi- 
bility of a legitimate restoration. It 
is unfortunate, is it not, that when 
this Commission is called upon to ab- 
sorb that statement, the circumstances 
should be such that it turns out that 
out of eleven men who were commis- 
sioned, "legitimately and as a matter 
of right," nine are new in jail, one of 
them being in jail at the time, Na- 
wahi, the intended governor of the 
island of Hawaii. 
It is unfortunate 


that at the time this Commission is 
called upon to absorb this statement, 
it turns out by the undisputed evi- 
dence, that this new constitution came 
direct from the hands of the three of 
the leading conspirators wbo had 
charge of this rebellion. Sam'l Now- 
lein, Mr. C. T. Gulick and Mr. Rick- 
ard, 
forsooth, drew the document 


which was to inaugurate a new era of 
liberty 
and contentment! 
It

strange, is it not, and unfortunate, 
that those proclamations, the procla- 
mation of martial law, the proclama- 
tion to rally to the assistance of the 
proposed government and the an- 
nouncement of the appointment of 
certain persons to bold commissions 
under this would-be Government, 
were drawn in to,e hands of C. T. 
Gulick, and found their way into the 
hands of innocence we know not how 
or when. It all may be true, but is it 
not unfortunate that these documents 
flitted from the hands of innocence to 
the hands of treason back and forward, 
until a discriminating public did not 
know who was who, or which was 
which— until

What does it mean? Surely there Is 
'barren ground." If that be peace, it 
s a different kind of peace than we 
have known In the past two years. 


The learned counsel or the state- 


ment announces that the appointment 
of this Cabinet and tbe signing of 
.hese papers was an exercise of right 
n anticipation of a possibility of res- 
toration. It is unfortunate, in con- 
unction with other unfortunate cir- 
cumstances, that the lady, after hav- 
ng indulged in this innocent recrea- 
tion, legitimate recreation, her right 
claimed in open court by the learned 
counsel, should, a very few days after 
this uprising, have had nothing to do 
with these papers, and lost all interest 
n believing these probabilities, and 
since that date they have been lost so 
securely that even that lynx-eyed

'n a rubbish pile, has not been able to

ter, and ended all possibility of denial 
or escape. 
The learned e >aasel sur- 


prised us a good deal with tha conten- 
tion that it was not treason; there has 
been some remarkable a 1 vice given to 
these native rulers and at this hour 
looking back it must strike them with 
peculiar force. It U a matter of his- 
tory that the royal brother of tbe lady 
who now stands accused at this bir, 
wrecked his throne with a carefully 
drawn opium bill aad an outrageous 
ooiuna bribery. Baeked by white peo- 
ple who are lost to the light but who 
wreckei his throne, and when the 
people arose in resentment and de- 
manded their rights, stood aloof, but 
when peace had come again, stood 
like Absalom at tbe King's gate aad 
said "would that we had been here 
that we might do justice to this poor 
deluded people." 
The 
lady her- 


self had referred to the 15th of Janu- 
ary when she stood with the Lottery 
Bill in one hand and the New Consti- 
tution in the other, when sbe also 
wrecked her throne, and again, Absa- 
lom has been at the Queen's gate 
whispering, 
"would that I might 
right your* wrongs." And the Absa- 
lom who acted as a party to It and 
brought it about now stands before 
this Commission aad contends that 
the situation as it stands today is tbe 
rosult of the guilty advice of those 
now in power. 


She has testified in that portion of 


her statement which is not stricken 
out, 
that she promulgated that con- 


stitution in 1893 with the advice and 
consent of her 
cabinet, 
showing 


squarely on the face of it that she had 
unquestionably been advised with the 
consent and advice of her cabinet, 
that she could abrogate tbe constitu- 
tional law of the land. What world 
of infinite mischief, designed mis- 
chief, there was in that advice, tbe 
records of the past two years have 
shown, ic is to be hoped, has been 
shown to her who stands arraigned 
before this tribunal today. We are 
notrespousible for that, and I submit 
that all the blame lies with the man 
who contends here in broad daylight, 
that what this accused has done is not 
treason to this Republic; that she 
could do all this within the limit of a 
legitimate right, and who also makes 
tbe contention that Kaae, a man who 
was there, and testified, was guilty of 
subornation of perjury and was levy- 
ing war, but that she was not. His 
contention is that the man who saw 
this guilty thing go on and testify to 
the fact and who took no part in it is 
not guilty of treason ; that the accused 
ia not guilty, but this man is guilty of 
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subornation of perjury! That learned 
Ind a trace of those legitimate possi- I counsel for the accused has taken fre- 
bililies since. If^they are legitimate, 
; quent occasion to refer this Commis- 
sion to tue oath be has taken; allow 
me this once to refer him to, and let 
me In justice remind him of his oath 
to this .Republic, and his responsibil- 
ity as a counsel of the courts of this 
country aud as one who is before this 
community. This course Is on a-par 
with the guilty advice of the past; if 
the counsel has, from association with 
those charged with treason or with tbe 
accused has so mingled their confes- 
sion and so blended in his mind their 
ideas of their guilt and his idea of 
treason that he does not know where 
he stands, well and good; but to 
charge here that a government in .an 
hour like this cannot do what has 
been done with the provocation wbich 
the Republic has had is simply non- 
sense. 


There is a good deal of the heroic in 


this paper. 
Hhe waives all right to 


any immunity or any consideration 
for herself. There is a good deal In 
the heroic line that has been put in 
here, but the lady knows, if she knows 
anything, that with the men she is 
dealing with she can file packets of 
papers of that kind with perfect im- 
punity, and it will be considered for 
what ic is worth.

t is to be hoped that counsel in the 
discharge of his arduous duties before 
the parting of the ways shall come, 
will furnish her with a new set for 
this legitimate use, for this legitimate 
sossibilitiy, which has not been ex- 
plained to an interested public in any 
way whatever. But we have the as- 
surance, and that ought to guide us, 
that thia legitimate possibility is not 
at all connected with this uprising. 


As an advance sheet of the pros-

that as to her diary, which recorded 
tbe visits of the faithful who stayed

What Dame Rumor and the Officials 


Have to Say-

A more contagious fever of rumor 


news never struck this community 
than that -^j^ 6Wept over the town 


pfevbua to the dGparturd of the 
Maripoett. To all appearances they 
were founded on 
fact and more 


than one man was ready to stake 
his "little all" on naming the po- 
litical prisoners whom the Govern- 
ment was intending to send out of 
the country. 


Plenty of men and women at 


the wharf expected to have an op- 
portunity to bid farewell to Greig, 
Widemann and 
Marshall, and 


Dame Rumor only knows who 
else, and when they were disap- 
pointed, everybody with a "straight 
tip" wondered what it all meant. 
Not a few were so certain of what 
was to happen that they said they 
were prepared to enter a protest, 
should events confirm the predic- 
tions. 


The crowd waited—no prisoners 


appeared. The crowd continues to 
wait, and the prisoners, with one 
exception, are behind the walls of 
Oahu Prison. 
Then the crowd 


began to look about for reasons. 


The story, as it passed from 


mouth to mouth, was rather feasi- 
ble, and ran something like the 
following: The Government had 
decided to deport some ten prison- 
ers, among them being Widemann, 
Greig and Marshall. The presence 
of Judge Widemaan on the wharf 
with a hand satchel and a guitar 
added credence to the Widemann 
part of the story. The Government 
was prepared to carry out its plans, 
when Minister Willis 
protested 


against men convicted of political 
crimes being put on board a vessel 
flying the American flag. Further- 
more, the recent immigration laws 
of the United States would not 
allow any such men to enter 
the 
country. 
In 
pursuance 


with this idea Consul Mills had 
held the clearance papers of the 
vessel until assurance was received 
that no attempt would be made to 
put these men on board. Presi- 
dent Dole and Ministers King and 
Smith were on the steamer and got 
together in the captain's cabin. 
There they were rumored to have 
come to a decision that they had 
better let the matter lay over to 
some more auspicious season. Con- 
sul Mills went on board with the 
clearance papers and the steamer 
sailed, a little after 5 o'clock with 
but one political passenger and he 
a most willing member of the 
ship's company. This is the story 
and to prove its truth or falsity a 
representative of the ADVERTISER 
called upon members of the Gov- 
ernment, Minister Willis and Con- 
sul Mills. 


Attorney-General Smith said, "I 


can't see how such a thing got 
started. 
We have not thought 


of 
such 
a 
thing 
as 
de- 


porting any men who have been 
before the Court. I think we have 
more use for Greig and Widemann 
here than in the United States. 
There is no foundation whatever 
for the rumor." 


Consul Mills was seen at the 


American Legation last evening. 
He said: "I had no official notice 
of any deportation. I heard the 
rumor on the street, and went to 
the steamer to see what truth there 
was in it. Marshall is the only 
man of the three that our Govern- 
ment has an interest in. I didn't 
refuse the clearance papers or 
think of it. We usually have con- 
siderable correspondence which we 
take to the steamer after the mail 
has closed, and I usually have the 
clearance papers filled out so as to 
take them down with the late let- 
ters. 
I had no communications 


from 
the 
Government or Mr 
Willis." 


When Minister Willis was asked 


whether he had received any notice 
of an intended deportation of pris- 
oners, he replied, "No, I was in- 
formed quite to the contrary, I 
did not enter any protest or make 
any request to hold the steamer. 
In fact, I have not yet filed the 
protest consequent to the deporting 
affair last Saturday. It is farthest 
from my purpose or desire to take 
any action which would tend to 
embarrass this 
Government 
I

toward the officials. 
I know they

questions, and are using their best

ONE listening to the evidence of 


the witnesses before the Military 
Commission

realizes 
the 


amount of labor entailed in prepar- 
ing the teBtimony that rolls out 
with such apparent ease at the call 
of the prosecuting officer. 
The 


preparation of the testimony has 
necessitated a physical and ner- 
vous strain that is fully realized 
only by those who have been labor- 
ing early and late, in season and 
out of season, in following out clur-= 
and making the cases ready for the 
court. Much credit is due Messrs. 
Kinney, Carter, Roberston and Cas- 
tle, who, though they do not ap- 
pear prominently before the public, 
have constituted the working arm 
which has enabled all proceedings 
to be carried on without delay. 


Now Hawaii is being looked to 


as an assistant in solving the race 
problem of the Southern States. 
The proposed scheme of shipping 
the superfluous negro population 
to this country is at once novel and 
impracticable. 
The race problem 


of this country is already suffici- 
ently complicated without dump- 
ing a crowd of irresponsible negroes 
on our shores, notwithstanding "the 
climate is similar to that of the 
South, and the conditions of life 
would not necessitate a material 
change." Possibly we should feel 
deeply honored with being regarded 
as able to solve a problem that is 
puzzling the brains of a much larger 
and more powerful Republic,but the 
crown will certainly have to be re- 
fused on this occasion. This is a 
form of glory not sought for in 
Hawaii. 


ALLEGIANCE TO THE REPUBLIC PIE8T. 


Champions of the new annexa- 


tion movement have practically 
begun to put their ideas into oper- 
ation, and we have reason to be- 
lieve that ultimate success will at- 
tend their efforts. 
Unity of action 


and constantly keeping at it, to- 
gether with the present spirit of 
the American people, are bound to 
bring about the desired result—po- 
litical and commercial union with 
the United States. One all-import- 
ant necessity should not slip the 
minds of the leaders of the new 
recruits : The first duty of what- 
ever political clubs may be formed, 
with this purpose in view, is to give 
formal allegiance to the Republic. 
It is proposed to inaugurate the 
campaign of annexation among a 
class of people many of whom have 
denied the right of the Republic to 
exist, and, while they may not 
have come out in open opposition, 
certainly have done little to add to 
its stability. 
It would be the 


height of political foolishness to 
continue an anti-Republic policy in 
clubs formed for obtaining political 
union with the United States. 


The Republic was formed as the 


indirect result of a determined an- 
nexation movement, and still ex- 
ists with that object in view. We 
must present a solid phalanx to 
that country, and not a house divid- 
ed against itself. Strengthening the 
present recognized government is 
proof of the country's fitneps to 
take on the dignity of statehood, 
which must constitute one of the 
best arguments of the case in pre- 
senting it to the American people 
How much better is it to appear 
before thope who have the power 
to accept or reject, a healthy, ro- 
bust nation, rather than a weak- 
ling, torn w-'th internal disorders 
pleading the protection of an all- 
powerful hand to pave us from the 
turmoil 
which 
we have failed to 


eubdue.

When a man who known HO little 


about the past, pre.-ent \\\'A f u t u r e 
conditions of this cuuutrv Unit he 
knows everything, demres to give 
force to his opinions upon our af- 
faire, he shrouds his arguments in 
the cloak of superiority which he 
is pleased to term the verdict of 
the "civilized world."

tender thoughtfulness, not always 
necessitated, he kindly informs the 
people of Hawaii that the eyes of 
that indefinite "civilized world" 
are upon them. This is a wonder- 
fully strong expression on account 
of the length and breadth, the 
beautiful generality that always 
accompanies it. When the man 
with a grievance is argued out of 
every possible corner, we know of 
no better haven of refuge than this 
same combination of words. It has 
a learned, mysterious sound. 


The civilized world is a great and 


good affair and we would certainly 
be the last to cast reflections upon 
it from the simple fact that the 
citizens of this country, the men 
who have the fate of the natron in 
their hands, are part and parcel of 
that same "civilized world." They 
are possessed of the same principles 
of humanity 
and justice that 


prompt each and every other sec- 
tion of the world which has the 
good fortune to include civilized 
beings in its make-up. The man 
or woman of self-esteemed broad 
ideas should call to mind that 
every nook and corner of the ."civ- 
ilized world" has conditions pecu- 
liar alone to itself, and no one is 
better able to judge of those condi- 
tions than persons coming in daily 
contact with them. 


It is an interesting fact that good 


Republicans from 
the Northern 


States of America, who have spent 
a good portion of their lives cry- 
ing down the Democrats of the 
South, once they come to live in 
the Southern States, become as 
good Democrats as they were Re- 
publicans in the North. But by so 
doing they do not forego their right 
to be considered members in good 
standing of the "civilized world." 
Certainly not. The conditions have 
changed, and the plucky North- 
erner finds that what's sauce for 
the goose is not always sauce for 
the gander. The "civilized world" 
might hold up its hands in holy 
horror should a resident of Hawaii 
go into Delmonico's, New York, 
and eat poi with his fingers.

It was a platj of nou intervention 
with a vengeance. 


When the history of the United 


States for tbe nineteenth century is 
written it will contain no single inci- 
dent BO entirely disgraceful as the Ha- 
waiian policy of. President Cleveland. 


BROAD FOREIGN POLICY. 


The result of the vote upon the 


Nicaraguan bill, which was to have 
been taken on the day following 
the K-tteet advices of the Coast, is 
awaited with no little interest. 
With the United States in control 
of the Nicarttgtran canal, the im- 
portance of Hawaii as an outpost 
of tbe Western Coast is enhanced 
another degree, and the necessity 
of a more tangible attitude than 
that of non-interference put beyond 
the shadow of a doubt. The day 
has gone by when the United 
States can rest quietly with no 
broader foreign policy than is con- 
tained within tbe Monroe doctrine 
that has done duty for so many 
years. While it is not necessary 
for that country to go about seek- 
ing what weak and insignificant 
country it may devour with a view 
to becoming a colonizing power, 
there are outlying districts of the 
North American 
continent over 


which the nations of the world 
have acceded, sometimes willingly, 
the right of the United States to 
exercise a moral suzerainity, and 
furthermore, as tBese come to oc- 
cupy a more prominent position in 
the commercial world, to admit the 
right of a physical suzerainity. 
Jnet what disposition tbe United 
States will make of this right is 
left for that country to decide, but 
it is not probable~tbat the kindly- 
disposed nations will stand by 
many years and silently witness or 
consent to a 
dog-in-the-manger 


policy or one subject to the whims 
of political partizanship. The day 
will come when James G. Elaine's 
"jingoisms'1 will be looked upon in 
a very different light by tbe Amer- 
ican people irrespective of party 
affiliations. 


As the nation grows and its citi- 


zens scatter and obtain property 
rights in foreign countries, it will 
be in duty bound to give protection 
that will inspire more awe than a 
small vessel armed with a few 
smooth-bore guns. The action of 
Senator 
Quay, 
anticipating an 


armed protection of the Nicaragua 
canal, and of Senator Morgan for 
establishing a naval station at 
Pearl Harbor, are evidences of the 
inauguration 
of a broad policy 


worthy of the greatest republic of 
the world. 


MEMBERS of the American Con- 


gress are taking it for granted that 
the representatives of the English 
Government are intimate followers 
and supporters of the ex-queen, 


and, 
upon that as a basis, are 


making 
extravagant 
statements 


which the more recent political his- 
tory of this country will not uphold. 
While it cannot be denied that in- 
dividual British subjects continue 
the disposition to favor royalty, the 
diplomatic relations of England to 
this country are thoroughly neutral, 
as stated in a London dispatch. 
While in view of the liberty of 
speech allowed in American Con- 
gressional halls it is a matter of no 
particular importance, individual 
member.- are making themselves 
liahle to be called to account by 
their opponent-, if from no other 
sourer.

POINTS ON JAPANESE WAGES. 


Krauk G. Carpenter, in a recent 


letter from 
Japan, gives a very 


good idea of the barriers which 
confront the Anglo-Saxon in the 
possibility of coming into direct 
competition with Asiatic labor. He 
states that although wages have 
been increasing since the modern 
civilization has come into Japan, 
they are etill very low, and the re- 
duction in the price cf silver just 
about cu's them in half. 
The 


figures which follow are in Japanese 
currency, and 
if they were in 


American money they would be 
juet half of what is here given : 


Common laborers receive from 


10 to 20 cents a day, and the men 
who pull carts and practically take 
the place of our dray horses get 
from 10 to 15 cents. In the cities 
the prices are higher than these, 
but farm laborers often receive less 
than 15 cents a day. 
Carpenters 


get from 40 to 50 cents. 
Head 


cartmen receive from 25 to 40 cents 
a day, and paper-hangers get from 
10 cents upward. Blacksmiths are 
paid from 23 to 38 cents, and 
painters about the same. 


Many boys work for about 10 


cents a day, and, it is stated, that 
the clerks in the stares who get $15 
a month thought they were doing 
exceedingly well. 
Many clerks 


work for their board and their 
clothes, with the understanding 
that after an apprenticeship of 
about ten years the 
merchant 


will give them a small stock of 
goods and allow them to start out 
for themselves. 


The laborer now receiving from 


$2 to $3 a day, after the most 
casual study of these figures, can 
well appreciate that a problem of 
no mean proportion confronts him 
as the influence of the aggressive 
Japanese begins to be felt outside 
the mother country. 


THE chief reason for the great 


increase in the sugar beet crop of 
Germany is the great profit re- 
ceived from the cultivation. United 
States Consul Mason, of Frankfort, 
reports in 1894 to the State Depart- 
ment, that the sugar beet factories 
paid dividends from 7 per cent, to 
30 per cent., and in some cases, 
which be cites, even larger divi- 
dends. The excessive profits stim- 
ulate tbe industry and cause an 
increased product.

A K«uiarkable Feat of Endurance

The Union Company's steamer 


Ohau arrived from Suva on Janu- 
ary 18, bringing intelligence of the 
Fiji group having been visited by a 
most destructive hurricane on the 
6th and 7th instant, says the Auck- 
land Herald of January 26th. 


The hurricane appears to have 


come from the direction of Samoa,, 
and reached the group at Rambi 
and Taviuni, traveling in a direct 
line through to Suva, thence going 
in a southwesterly course. So far 
tbe following reports are to hand : 


Island of Taviuni devastated. 


The cocoanuts are all spoiled and 
trees broken down. It will take at 
least four years to recover. Nearly 
all the houses are wrecked. 


Levuka felt it very badly. Nearly 


every old building is flat. The 
newer bouses, though not down, 
suffered in straining and the per- 
fect deluge of water that accompa- 
nied the wind. The town hall was 
blown flat. Af Levuka, however, 
as usual, the shipping suffered very 
severely. Nine cutters of from five 
to twenty tons were lost, and the 
bark Ophir, with 600 tons of copra, 
was made a perfect wreck. 


Rewa suffered also badly. Thirty 


lighters are under water, and also 
two launches. A lot of cane is 
blown down and spoiled. The mill 
stood well, but the manager's house 
and the officers' quarters were un- 
roofed or blown down. In the 
Lower Rewa town, three-quarters of 
the houses are down, and several 
natives were killed. The Wesleyan 
church was partially spoiled. The 
river rose fifteen feet, but 
fell 


quickly agairj. 


At Suva the damage is appall- 


ing. Three churches, including the 
Presbyterian, are in pieces blown 
and scattered all over the place. 
The Customhouse and Bond are 
wrecked, and many houses are flat. 
The Mikado held well—did not 
drag at all—but the Elsinore went 
across the harbor, but was not 
wrecked. 


A remarkable instance of endur- 


ance is reported from Levuka. A 
Fijian and Rotuman were on board 
a cutter lying close to the bark 
Ophir, the wind in the evening be- 
ing from the southeast. Daring 
the night the cutter broke away 
owing to the Ophir coming into 
collision with her. The men at 
once jumped overboard and com- 
menced to swim, as they thought, 
for the beach of Levuka, being un- 
aware that the wind had changed 
to the west. After several hours' 
swim they reached the reef at Ba- 
tiki, a distance^of about eighteen 
miles. 
After a short rest they 


started for the shore. The Rotu- 
man reached tbe beach, but his 
comrade was either drowned or 
caught by a shark.

Brothers, the contractors, will com- 
mence work as soon as possible. 
The addition to tbe present build- 
ing will necessitate many changes, 
and in speaking of the alterations 
the Y. M. C. A. Review says: 


The main addition, containing tbe 
gymnasium and class rooms, will en- 
tirely cover the large vacant lot ad- 
joining the present building on Hotel 
street, and the bath rooms, lockers, 
etc., will be placed in a wing to be 
erected on the adjoining vacant lot on 
Alakea street. The porch will be 
changed, with a veranda extending 
along the whole front of the present 
building. The exterior of the addi- 
tions will be tbe same as the present 
building; old and new will show alike, 
giving no 
indication that it was 


erected in sections. Owing to tbe 
shape of the vacant lot to be covered, 
the gymnasium will not be a perfect 
rectangle in outline, but will be some- 
what irregular in shape, its average 
size being about 85x66 feet, with a 
height of 24 feet, and the room being 
clear of columns or other obstructions 
save a gallery at one end 14 feet above 
the floor, and reached by a stairway 
from tbe entrance hall of tbe present 
building. 


Tbe batbs will be of the latest de- 
signs, as also the lockers, nearly one 
hundred in number, are directly con- 
nected with the gymnasium also hav- 
ing an entrance from the main floor. 
The reading room will be removed 
from its present location to the south 
side of the present building, and will 
be 18x22 feet i u size and have splen- 
did light on two sides and shelf room 
on the other sides. The parlor will 
remain in its position, but will be 
enlarged by tbe addition of the office 
of the general secretary, which will 
become an annex to tbe parlor, con- 
nected by a large archway, and will 
be utilized as a game room. 


The secretary's office will be moved 
across the entrance hall, and occupy a 
part of what is now the reading room. 
This office will be large and so ar- 
ranged that tbe secretary can com- 
mand a view of all who enter the 
building or are engaged in the gym- 
nasium, Tbe rear stairs to the audi- 
ence room are removed, and the en- 
tire floor space made available. An 
entrance is had to the rear of the au- 
dience room by the stairs leading to 
the four class rooms over the gymna- 
sium, and near this rear entrance to 
the audience room is placed a pantry, 
sink, etc., for use at socials wnen re- 
freshments are served. The windows 
now in the wall at either side of tbe 
rostrum will be changed to the south 
•Ide of the room.

Senate that the revolutionary govern- 
ment having now become the establish- 
ed government of the Hawaiian Islands, 
a wise and enlightened foreign policy re- 
quires that steps should be taken by this 
government without unnecessary delay 
to annex those islands to tbe United 
States as a part thereof, and that in the 
meantime the personal and property 
rights of American citizens ia those isl- 
ands should be protected by the pres- 
ence of a sufficient naval force in Ha- 
waiian waters." 


The resolution went over until tomor- 
row. 


The Hawaiian resolution of Lodge was 


then taken up, and George of Mississip- 
pi addressed the f enate in support of the 
administration's policy. 
He made a 


careful legal argument to show that 
there was no popular suffiage and no 
real republican form of government in 
Hawaii. 
George presented a table 


showing the number of days United 
Mates warships had not been at Hono- 
lulu during the last twenty yesrs. It 
shows that United S'ates ships have 
been there very little of toe time during 
the last twenty years. 


Cleveland'* Queer Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21,—The Star of 


this city thinks that "the present policy 
of tbe President is the plan of Spreckels, 
and that Cleveland adopted it while yet 
president-elect, and before Walter Q. 
Gresham was ever thought of being 
called to the cabinet. President O'eve- 
land is still playing the independent 
man, and strong efforts are being made 
to show that the President did not change 
front simply because Congress so severe- 
ly criticised him. It is said that one 
reason why the President changed his 
mind BO suddenly and determined to 
send a war ship to Honolulu was because 
he was,informed by his supporters m 
Congress that strong ac-ion was in the 
minds of both houses, and that in order 
to prevent an open rupture it would be 
best to eend a vessel to the islands as 
soon as possible, and that such a course 
would possibly modify tbe attacks that 
would undoubtedly take place. 


"Not alone are the natives in the con- 


spiracy, but tbe British authorities seem 
to be in sympathy with tbe ex-queen, 
and it is reported here that they went so 
far as to assure the royalists that they 
wonld recognize the revolution if they 
could seize and hold the government house 
for three hours. President Cleveland's 
action in the matter led the royalists to 
believe that the United States was in 
sympathy with them, and that he wonld 
probably recognize the Queen if they 
succeeded in restoring her, and because 
of thia belief the 
overthrow was at- 


tempted."

BILL TO KEFOKM A LEASE.

OPINION OF THE COURT BY BICKER- 


TON, J. 


The bill alleges that "a long time1 


ago" Kuamu and Luka leased to Mrs. 
Niau lankea a certain piece of land 
for the period of five years. That 
about the 1st of November, 1893, 
Mrs. lankea went to Knamu and 
Luka and told them that the lease 
was lost, and it not being recorded, 
asked to have a new lease made, 
when in fact the said lease was not 
lost and was of record in the Govern- 
ment Record Office. That Kuamu 
and Luka, believing Mrs. laukea, 
consented to have a new lease made 
for the period of 5 years, rent §75 
per annum, payable semi-annually 
in advance: said new lease was made 
to the defendants and acknowledged 
but no copy of the same was given to 
said Kuamu and Luka. That the 
said Knamu and Luke are aged 
and feeble minded and believed the 
new lease was made exactly like the 
former one, but they now discover 
that the new lease was for twenty 
years, and tbe rent not payable in 
advance; that the defendants fraud- 
ulently took advantage, of these old 
people. That since this last lease 
Kuama and Luka have sold the land 
in question to the complainant, Mrs. 
C. E. Cammings, and were paid a 
proper consideration for the same. 
And prays that the lease may be 
delivered up and cancelled, and a 
new lease executed in accordance 
with the terms of tbe original agree- 
ment. 


To this bill the defendant, Mrs. 


laukea, filed an answer, but Mrs. 
Nafcuina demurs to plaintiffs' com- 
plaint on the ground that the com- 
plaint, so far as she is concerned,

We believe the principle to be, 


that where the original holder of the 
title could have maintained an action 
for the purpose of setting aside a 
fraudulent deed, then upon the trans- 
fer of the fee, whether by descent, 
demise or purchase, the devisee, heir 
at law or grantee is clothed with the 
same right. 


There is a wide difference between 


the assignment of a bare right to 
bring a bill to rectify a fraud com- 
mitted upon the assignor, and an 
absolute conveyance of the thing the 
possession of which has been the 
object of the fraud. In the first in- 
stance such a right cannot be assign- 
ed so as to be enforceable either at 
law or in equity, while in the latter 
case the right becomes attached to 
and incidental to the ownership of 
the property. The distinction, then, 
is between tbe unconditional convey^ 
ance of the property itself, and tee 
transfer of a mere right to sue; in the 
first case the action is maintainable, 
in tbe second not.

22d, 1894, before Judge Whiting, 
First JudgetJircuit Court First Cir- 
cuit, who on December 1st, 1894, filed 
a decision sustaining the demurrer 
of defendant Mrs. Nakuina. And 
the matter now comes here on appeal 
from that decision. 


The rules of the Circuit Court 


under the head of pleadings, on page 
2, provides that "demurrers must 
distinctly specify the grounds upon 
which any of the objections to the 
petition or complaint are taken. It 
may be taken to tbe whole complaint 
or to any of the causes of action 
stated therein." The third ground 
named that shall 
be 
considered 


separate ground for demurrer is, 
"That there is a defect or misjoinder 
of parties plaintiff or defendant." 


The demurrer in tbis case does 


not allege as a cause of demurrer tbe 
misjoinder of parties, but simply 
alleges for cause "that said com- 
plaint, in so far as this defendant 
(Mrs. Naknina) is concerned, fails to 
state a cause of action." The mis- 
joinder of parties is referred to in 
tbe decision of the lower Court, but 
the point not being raised in the 
demurrer on file, as required by the 
rule above cited, we do not consider 
it, or pass upon it directly. 


The alleged fraudulent lease which 


is made part of the bill, discloses 
that Mrs. Nakuina is one of tbe 
lessees and executed tbe said .'case; 
she is therefore a party in interest 
and a party to the transaction. The 
fact as to whether she was a party to 
the fraud, or whether she knew of it, 
is something that can

purchased tbe land does not in our 
opinion cut any figure in this case; 
she was informed of the first lease

It is claimed that tbe plaintifis 


took the deed of the property with 
notice of th« alleged 
fraudulent 


lease, and are therefore not bona fide 
purchasers to that extent. 


We do not think tbat this position 


can be maintained in tbis case. A 
purchaser takes his conveyance sub- 
ject to all valid outstanding titles 
and equities, of which he has notice, 
but this does not, in our opinion, ex- 
tend to either void or voidable rights 
of otber parties, which exist as a 
cloud upon the title. 


This is not an action brought 


against a grantor or those lawfully 
claiming under him, but by a grantee, 
upon whose grantor 
an 
alleged 


fraud 
has 
been perpetrated the 


result of which now stands against 
the plaintiff's title. 


The demurrer should be overruled 
and it is so ordered.

(5) Where the evidence shows that a per- 
son -incited others to assault Police 
officers generally if they came for a 
certain purpose, the person inciting ia 
responsible even though the 
officers 


were armed with le^al warrants. 


6) To hold a person guilty of inciting an- 


other to commit an offense it is> not 
necessary to show that he exercised so 
great an influence over him as> to de- 
prive him of the freedom of his will. 


(7) In order to distinguish between certain 


defendants and an accessory before the 
fact, tried with them, a separate ver- 
dict against these defendants was rend- 
ered, hndingthem "gtnltv of thecharge 
of resisting the officers." Held good. 
The verdict if free from uncertainty, is 
good though it doei not contain the 
particulars of the indictment in des- 
cribing the ortouse. 


OPINION OF THK COCBT BY JCDD, C. J. 


On the 3d of September, 1894, at 


Keei, South Kona, Hawaii, two par- 
ties, John Gaspar aod D. H. Kahaule- 
lio, claimed adversely to each other 
certain coffee still uuharvested; the 
former sent his men to gather it- The 
latter with his friends warned them 
not to take it and, they persisting, 
swore out warrants of arrest against 
all the above named defendants and 
others for larceny of said coffee. 
The 
execution of the warrants was resist- 
ed ; a fracas ensued in which one offi- 
cer. Kailihiwa, was severely injured 
and a Japanese was shot and killed. 


All the above named Japanese de- 
fendants were charged iu the District 
Court of South Kona with the offense 
of assault and battery on certain police 
officers with intent to lesist, hinder 
and obstruct them in the discharge of 
their duty as such officers. They were 
committed for trial. John Gaspar 
was examined and committed for the 
offense of instigating the said Japan- 
ese to commit the said offense. 


The Circuit Court Third Circuit sat 


at North Kohala on the 3d October 
last and was adjourned to the Pth. 
The Attorney-General at Kohala de 
clined to indict or prosecute John Gas- 
par on the charge upon which he was 
committed, and the Circuit Judge pre- 
siding ordered his discharge from cus- 
tody. Gaspar was immediately re- 
arrested upon warrant of the District 
Court of North Kohala, on a charge 
of being accessory before the fact to 
the otteuwe of assault and battery by 
the said Japanese upon public officers 
with, intent to resist themm the exer- 
cise of their duty. 
Gaspar waived 


examination and was duly committed 
for trial at the Ciicult Court then sit- 
ting. The above mentioned Japanese 
were indicted for the aforesaid assault 
and battery together with Ga«par as 
an accessory before the fa< t 
Gaspar 


demurred to the indictment and also 
filed a " Plea in bar," setting out the 
previous arraignment and committal 
and claiming that the derliuatiou to 
prosecute upou it, followed by dis- 
charge, was an acquittal therefrom, 
the two offenses being identical in 
law and fact. Both these pleas being 
overruled the Japanese defendants 
then pleaded not guilty 
Gaspar re- 


fusing to plead, the Court ordered the 
plea of not guilty to be entered for 
him. This IH statutory and this course 
was approved by this Court in Her- 
ring's case, 9 Haw.—The trial resulted 
in a conviction 


We observe, in cou-nlenug (;a»j>ar'<< 
pies, that the statute, Compiled Laws 
pp.338-9, authorizes the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to grant a certificate that be de- 
clines to prosecute any person cooi- 
mltted for trial, addressed 
to the 


Judges of the Supreme Court or any 
one of them, who shall order the d.s- t 
charge by warrant to the Marshal or I 
Jailor who has the person in custody . 
The Attorney-General followed tin-* 
course and the Circuit Judge signed 
the warrant of discharge 
It would 
seem as if this enactment wa« only 
intended to apply to prisoners before 
indictment andl not necessarily dur.ng 
term. The power is distinctly given 
to the Attorney-General to decline to 
present an indictment

In our case the facts in the knowledge 
of the prosecution were that the of- 
fense of assault and battery on the of- 
ficers had been committed In pursu- 
ance of Gaspar's instigation and that 
Gaspar was not present when the as- 
sault and battery was committed. He, 
therefore, was an accessory before the 
fact, in accordance with the definition 
given in Chap. 5, Penal Code, Sec. 2. 


But suppose the proceedings of the 


Attorney-General and. the 
Circuit 


Judge on the original charge were in- 
effectual to properly dispose of tbe 
same, we, cannot See how the pendency 
of another charge against the defend- 
ant constitutes a bar to a subseqent 
charge and indictment, the regularity 
of which ia not called In question. 
In LIO sense can the trial of Gaspar aa 
an accessory before the fact be con- 
sidered a "mistrial" on account of al- 
leged 
irregularities 
preceding the 


same. 
We overrule this exception. 
Although the Japanese defendants 


and John Gaspar were tried jointly 
they were represented by differeni 
counsel and the Circuit Judge allowec 
two bills of exceptions. 
We shali 


consider the several points made in 
both bills, treating them as one. Al 
the trial two papers were offered in 
evidence purporting to be the war- 
rants for the arrest of defendants and 
others, under which the officers were 
acting at tbe time of the assault. They 
were objected to until proven to have 
been issued by the District Magistrate 
of South Kona on the 3d September, 
1894, and that he was regularly com- 
missioned and legally acting on that 
date. The presiding judge said that 
"he had official knowledge that Thos. 
H. Wright was commissioned as Dis- 
trict Magistrate of 8. Kona on the 1st 
September, 1894, for two years." The 
warrants were admitted in evidence. 
Further objections 
were made to 


them. 
The warrants 
were signed 


"Thos. H. Wright, District Magis- 
trate of Kouth Kona, Island of Ha- 
waii." 
They were on the printed 


form furnished by the Judiciary De- 
partment to the Magistrates and fol- 
low on the same page tbe sworn infor- 
mation upon which the warrants 
issue. Tbe informations are signed by 
D. H. Kahauleho, and bear the state- 
ment, "Signed and sworn to before 
me this 3d day of September, 1894. 
T. H. Wright, District Magistrate of 
South Kona, Island of Hawaii." 


\Ve find from the evidence (tran- 


script, pp. 101, 125 and 126) that Mr. 
Wright was exercising the functions 
of District Magistrate of South Kona 
at the time of bis signing the war 
rants. A judge df jactola a judge de 
jure to all parties except the State.

It was not necessary that Mr. 


Wright's commission should be pro- 
duced.

Moreover, the 
presiding Judge's statement, that he 
took j udicial knowledge of the fact was 
sufficient, and it was not essential 
that he should take the stand and re- 
cite under oath the facts from which 
this knowledge was derived.

We find nothing to modify these 


rules of Jaw in the fact that by the 
Constitution of the Republic of Ha- 
waii all Commissions were vacated on 
tbe 1st September, 1894. The pre- 
sumption exists that the Executive 
performed its duty and appointed a 
District Magistrate for South Kona 
on or before that date. 


This exception is overruled. 
Objection was made to the warrants 


on the ground that the names of the 
persons to be ai rested were not re- 
peated m the body of the warrants, 
but were referred to as '• A. B. et al., 
charged with the offense of larceny in 
the third degree as fully set forth 
above, aud when found to bring their 
bodies before the District Magistrate 
ot South Kona, etc.'1 As before stated, 
the warrants were preceded upon the 
same paper by the sworn information 
which named all the persons charged 
with the offense. Apparently there 
was not room in the printed form of 
the warrants for the insertion of all 
the Dames of the persons to be arrest- 
ed, and we see no possible objection to 
referring in the warrants to the com- 
plaint for the rest of the names of the 
persons to be arrested.

We hold that it was competent as a 
matter of identification to show that 
these names represented oue and the 
same person, aud the rule of evidence 
above referred to was not thereby vio- 
lated. To a Hawaiian they lire idem 
vwianH. A Hawaiian, unless educated 
in the English language, would add 
to a word ending with a consonant a 
vowel sound and "Ois" would be ordi- 
narily pronounced "Oisi." As to the 
insertion of the "h" after the "s," an 
ordinary Hawaiian would not distin- 
guish between the sound of "sh" 
and "s," 


We do not hold anyone to extreme 


strictness in tbe paraphrasing or An- 
glicizing of names foreigu to the Eng- 
lish tongue, especially when a Hawai- 
^an undertakes to write a Chinese or 
Japanes?6 u»me, and whose unaccus- 
tomed ears ar? not sensitive to the 
pronunciation o/ then' .namea bv the 
persona themselves. The polni J ua" 
tenable. See Herring's case, 9 HaW. 


Moreover, Oidhi plead not guilty to 


the indictment, and it makes no dif- 
ference whether or not his name was 
in the warrant whose execution 'ue 
was charged with resisting xhe of- 
fense may be complete J* 'Qe as a mere 
bystander resisted the officers while 
attempting fcj execute the warrant 
upon others. Having held the warrant 
to be good against all the persons 
named in the Information, it is of no 
consequence, if some of them were 
there and tbe attempt waa made to ar 
rest these, whether some other persons 
named in the warrants were not pres 
ent at the time of the attempted ar 
rest. 


The trial judge refused to charge ai 


request ot defendant Gaspar, "thai 
there was no evidence of Caspar's 
having advised or counseled or incitec 
tbe defendant Japanese to resist the 
police officers named in the indict 
ment, in the event of such officers 
being in the due and legal discharge 
of their official duties and while thi 
officers should be so engaged." 
It was proper to refuse this instruc- 
tion because the evidence shows tha 
the orders Gaspar gave to his Japan- 
ese were broad and made no exception 
whether the officers had warrants or 
not. He told them that if tbe Kanaka 
policemen came in any of the coffee 
"You beat them with stones and tie 
them up with rope to a tree, etc. 
(Transcript p 5). Evidencealso went 
to the jury that after the first dispute 
about the coffee the prosecuting wit- 
ness, D. H. Kahaulelio, left them 
saying be was going to get a warrant 
of arrest for them and so Gaspar musl 
have inferred that the police would 
come later with warrants. Pp. 94, 97 
and 273. Gaspar having given orders 
to assault the police he is responsible 
for the probable result of his orders. 
The latter part of instruction No. 


10 was refused: 
It reads—"And il 
said officers attempted to arrest any 
person for whom they had no warrant 
and who was not at the time of such 
attempt to arrest him in the act of 
committing an offense, then such 
person so sought to be arrested by the 
officers or any of them without a 
warrant were justified in reaistini 
such arrest." This instruction couL 
not properly be given. Thb warrants 
were, as held by us, legal, and when 
two of those named therein', namely, 
Oishi and Matsumoto, resisted and 
those not named in the warrant joined 
in the attack on the officers they were 
liable to arrest without warrant for 
tbe new offense. 
See Caecires' case £ 
Haw. 


The last part of request No. 11 was 


refused: 
It is as follows—"Therefore 


if the law will not presume the re- 
sponsibility of Gaspar for the illegal 
acts of others, done in his absence, 
and, in order to find him guilty under 
this indictment, the jury should be 
convinced, 
not only that Gaspar 


incited 
the 
defendant 
Japanese 
to assault the officers named in the 
indictment, while in the discharge of 
their official duties, and that the Jap- 
anese defendants understood from his 
language that Gaspar was so inciting 
them, but also that Gaspar exercised 
a peculiar power and influence over 
the minds of the defendant Japanese, 
to a degree which deprived the per- 
sons so by him incited, of the freedom 
of their wills, and deprived them of 
the character of free moral agents; 
and so as to render each of them mere- 
ly the instrument of Gaspar, in mak- 
ing the assault complained of." 
The law does not require that in 


order to hold a person guilty of incit- 
ing another to do a criminal act he 
must have "hypnotized" him so that 
bis own will is destroyed.

There remains an exception to the 


verdict. The other points were either 
abandoned or have been discussed and 
decided in other portions of this case. 


As to the verdicts. There were two, 


one in the case of the Japanese and 
the other in Caspar's case. 
They 


,vere tried together, and there was no 
necessity for two verdicts. 


One is as follows "We the jury in 


.he case of Republic of Hawaii v. John 
Gaspar find J. Gaspar guilty of the 
charge of accessory before the fact as 
charged." The objection that the l'J" 
being the initial to Caspar's surname 
does not come below the line and 
therefore is "I" and not "J. Gaspar," 
is too puerile to be discussed further 
than to say that the foreman who 
wrote the verdict wrote "John" in the 
title of the case in the same way, not 
bringing the "J" below the line. 


The other verdict is as follows "We

American Lawmakers Devote Much 


Time to Hawaiian Matters.

Senator Lodge Intimateu Ihat It M as 


Done at the Instance at the Royalist 
Delegates— Attaclia Admiral Walker 
and Called Down— Three Ht-u.il utionfi. 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
21.— Minister 


Ihurston of Hawaii occupied a front seat 
in the diplomatic gallery of the Senate 
•when the session opened today. 


Lodpe speedily brought forward the 


Hawaiian question by presenting the 
following resolutions: 


' Resolved, that the Penate heartily 


approves the dispatch of a war ship to 
the c«andwicb Islands on Saturday last 
and is of the opinion that an American 
man-of-war should be kept at Honolulu. 


"Resolved, that 
prompt 
measures 


should be taken to construct or cause 
the construction of a submarine cable 
from ban Francisco to Honolulu and 
that no part of the rights and privileges 
secured to the United Slates and the 
Hawaiian Government should be aban- 
doned or waived in order to enable any 
other government to secure a foothold or 
lease upon acy part of the Hawaiian 
Inlands 


"Resolved, that in the judgment of the 


Senate, immediate steps should be taken 
to secure possession of the Sandwich Isl- 
ands by their annexation to tne United 
States."

'Then I give notice," said Frje, "thiit 


tlio resolution will be advanced by evur\ 
ixjssible means from thm time forward." 


"That is what we want," said Mills. 


'•We want the resolution fully debated." 


Frye added to his previous notice that 


he would call up the Hawaiian resolution 
tomorrow, and he concluded in resiKjiise 
to Chandler's suggestion that the resolu- 
tion might loose its place, "We will then 
be strong enough to take it up." 


Three sets of resolutions on the Ha- 


waiian question were today introduced in 
the House and referred. The first one 
was by Breckinridge (D.) ol Kentucky, 
favoring annexation. 
The second by 


Btorror, calls on the President for in- 
formation relative to the report that the 
rebellion in Honolulu was incited by 
British subjects, and that the British 
Minister intervened to prevent the appli- 
cation ol martial law. Tbe third, by 
Breckinridge (D.) of Kentucky, calls at- 
tention to the crisis successfully passed 
through during the past week by the re- 
publics of France and Hawaii, and offer- 
ing congratulations on their ability to 
maintain order and preserve peace. 


Lodge asked immediate consent for 


the consideration of the measure. 


"Let 
it go over," interposed 
Mr. 


Blackburn. The presiding officer con- 
strues this as an objection, and under 
the rules the resolution went over until 
tomorrow. 


The Hawaiian 
subject 
was again 


b: .ught to the front by Ifrje, who call- 
ed up his resolution presented Saturday, 
expressing the profound regret of the 
Senate at this latest effort to restore the 
Qaeen. 


Gray urged that the United States 


Senate was not a missionary meeting to 
express tentimental feeling on the as- 
pirations of well-intentioned people. He 
regarded the reports of the last revolu- 
tion as long-winded. He regarded the 
event as far less important than the 
Brooklyn car strike. 


Gray commented on the unwarranted 


coarse of Admiral Walker in reporting 
at length on political phases in Hawaii. 
"It is a serious thing for a Menator to 
make a statement in plying that the 
President of the United States is a for' 
of a 'Ne.-o fiddling while Rome barns,' " 
declared Gray. 


Frye asked if the United States Minu- 


ter at Hawaii had not requested the 
presence a war ship at Honolulu. 


Gray said he had no information on 


that point bat he read from Minister 
Willu<> official 
dispatch to Secretary 


Gresham, received on Saturday, stating 
that President Bole had expressed satis- 
faction that no foreign war ship was 
present during the recent revelation. 


Frye interposed the statement that 


President Dole's remarks were evidently 
designed to express his satisfaction at 
being able to maintain the present gov- 
ernment without any foreign forces be- 
ing in the islands. 


Gray urged that Admiral Walker, 


"who was certainly a swift witness for 
this oligarchy," had himself reported 
that the present Government could sus- 
tain itself without outside help. 


Gray criticised the statements of Mr. 


Lodge that the presence of the Japanese 
cruiser Esmeralda in Hawaii should cre- 
ate apprehension. These critics of the 
administration had be^n compelled to 
give up the fear of Great Britain and turn 
to Japan. They had found that Great 
Britain had no concern in the subject. 
.The Senator from Massachusetts (Lodge) 
had evidently lost great opportunities to 
twist the tail of the British lion, and was 
now compelled to turn to Japan, During 
Mr. Gray's reference to Admiral Walker 
Mr. Lodge rose to ask as to the justifica- 
tion for these references against the dis- 
tinguished naval officer of being "a swift 
witness," etc. 


"That is no inference," said Gray. 


"That is a direct, positive statement. 
While I fully recognize the ability of 
Walker as a gallant officer, I also recog- 
nize that he shares the predictions of his 
predecessors for conquest in the matter 
of coaling stations in the Pacific, and 
that the real reason for maintaining a 
vast naval armament is part of the Ad- 
miral's profession." 


Chandler asked as to the movements of 


the Philadelphia and Charleston. 
He 


remarked that Gray was regarded as fully 
qualified to speak for the administration. 
This evidently settled Gray, who sug- 
gested that if the Senator would call at 
the executive mansion be would un- 
doubtedly receive such information as he 
desired. He (Gray) made no claims to 
executive 
information. The

Secretary of the Navy, perhaps shared

UTAsm.v,ro.N, Jan. 2J.— The policy of 


the administration as to Hawaii was 
again the subject of sharp attack and de- 
fense in the Senate today. The personal 
element in the controversey drew large 
crowds to the galleries, which at times 
overflowed into the outer corridors. 


It indicated the diminution of public 


interest in Hawaii, now that the course 
of the administration is the main ques- 
tion of discussion. Mr. Gray and Mr, 
George justified the administration, and 
Gray dwelt upon the persistency and 
vinoictiveness with which the President 
was vilified and misrepresented. 


Lodge and Hawley made the critical 


speeches of the day, the former urging 
the extent of the foreign British aggres- 
sion in the Pacific, while Mr. Hawley 
made pointed comment on the considera- 
tion given to ex-C^ueen Liliuokalani's 
representatives who visited the State 
Department after the United States bad 
formally recognized the Hawaiian Re- 
public. 


Thnrston of Hawaii was again in the 


diplomatic gallery, accompanied by his 
secretary, Mr. Hastings. 
The subject 


came up on Kyle's resolution, which is 
one expressing generally the disapproval 
of the t'enate in the action of the admin- 
istration in withdrawing war ships from 
Hawaii. 


Gray (D } of Delaware again took the 


floor tj further answer, be said, the 
flimsy attacks made in 
the 
Senate 


against the Administration. 
Ihe Sen- 


ator referred to the statement by Senator 
Hawley made yesterday as to the Presi- 
dent seeing the royalist deletration which 
visited Washington last August. Mr. 
Gray reiterated that the President had 
never seen these delegates, being sick at 
the time. 


"Are yon prepared to say that they 


never gaw the Secretary 'of State ?'' 
asked Frye 


Gray said he bad no information on 
that point. 


Hawley rose to reply, holding in his 


hand a newspaper slip containing Presi- 
dent Cleveland's authorized statement cf 
the facts concerning the royalist dele- 
gates. 


Hawley said he had not intended to 


maintain that a personal interview be- 
tween the President and the royalists 
had occurred. He wan reliably informed 
that there had been no personal inter- 
view, but continued reading from the 
President's statement to show that the 
royalist delegates had seen Secretary 
Gresham, It should bs kept in mind 
that these delegates were the represen- 
tatives of those conspiring to restore a 
deposed queen. They were in Wash- 
ington either as conspirators against the 
existing Government of Hawaii or else 
they were here on an honest mission. If 
it was honest they ought to have been 
referred to the Hawaiian Minister. If 
they were conspirators thev should not 
have been received by Gresham 


men.

Ihe Senator proceeded to c.-iticii" the 


action of the administration in taking 
the shij>H from Honolulu and then con- 
ferring w i t h the royalists' delegates who 
caiue to U'asbuigton. 
Lodge thought it 


a peculiar incident that the war ships 
were withdrawn just ut the time when 
the royalists were in Washington. The 
present administration was openly arid 
avowedly opposed to the existing Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii. The speeches of 
Senators in defense of the administration 
were in effect speeches in support of the 
royalist element of Hawaii. It was time 
for action by Congress. It was no longer 
a question of the new or the old Govern- 
ment of Hawaii, but a question of main- 
taining American interests in Hawaii. 
The Senate had heretofore passed a reso- 
lution stating that any foreign occupancy 
of Hawaii would not be tolerated by the 
United States. This was a threat to the 
rest of the world. It created a responsi- 
bility on the part of the United States. 
It should impel us to uphold the existing 
Government 
because 
it represented 


American interests and American spirit 
as against foreign sentiment. 


Lodge closed with an impassioned pro- 


test against the pulling down of the 
American flag when it had once been 
raised. 


Kyle gave figures from the latest Ha- 


waiian year book, showing the many 
millions of American capital invested in 
Hawaii. 


"How much of that is held by one man 


—Glaus Spreckela?1' asked Gray. 


Kyle did not huve the figures as to 


Spreckels. This closed the Hawaii de- 
bate for the day.

Hawley read from the letter of (lie 


royalist delegates to the Secretary of 
State : "We, the undersigned Commis- 
sioners, sent by the deposed queen, re- 
quest an interview -with the President." 
"Just think of the audacity," said Mr. 


Hawley. "Think of this request of our 
Secretary of State after we had formally 
recoguized the Government of Hawaii." 


The Senator said he desired to make 


no personal arraignment of the Presi- 
dent, bat he (Hawley) believed the Pres- 
ident's whole course on Hawaii had been 
wrong. 


Gray again answered the criticisms 


upon the President. He said these at- 
tacks were so constant, the animus so 
evident, that it was perhaps useless to 
controvert them. Some people seemed 
determined to attack the President what- 
ever the subject be. If he sat down be 
was too long ; if he sto-ad up he was too 
short. These critics were bound to find 
fault. The President's letter to the roy- 
alist delegates was purely unofficial. 
It 


was part ot the course by which the 
President with a strong hand was en- 
deavoring to conduct business. The Sen- 
ator declares this agitation and this talk 
of keeping war ships at Honolulu was 
kept up largely by the "schemers lor 
annexation," who thought it would help 
their cause. 


The Bamoan question was unexpected- 


ly interjected into the debate at this 
point. 


Gray referred to the fact that the 


United States was now bound by inter- 
national agreement to keep a barbarous 
king in power in Samoa. Jt would not 
do to declaim against a barbarous queen, 
when we at the same time were protect- 
ing such a king.
